The Terrible Story of Suffering 


Told by the Crew of an 


American Ship 


SAN FitANCisco, November 8.—A tale 


of cruelty and starvation on the high 
Beae, equaling, if not exceeding that ot 
;he American ship A. G. RopeB, with 
which the entire continent resounded but 
a abort time ago, waa told in the oflice of 
United States District Attorney H. S. 
foote by four or live forlorn, weak and 
ecurvy stricken eailora, members of the 
crew of the American ship John A. 
Briirgs of .Stvn Francisco. 


Tliuy told Unit aiory in n Btrafclit- 


'orwatd way to Assistant United States 
District Attorney Bert Schlesinger and 
Chief Captain SheranJ, and then awore 
to a complaint charging Captain J. W. 
Dalch with having tnisuaed und starved 
is men, whilo First Mate Johnson also 
•ill be arrested for cruelly limiting and 


wounding hiiilora ou the hijjli eoae. 


The ahip John A. Britfua euiled from 


3nltimore a little ovar Ove months ago 
>ound for this port. 
Buforu a month 


had paaoed the pjUto curtly wae ox- 
iQUBtod, and from thon until the cloeo 


if tho voyage no vegati»ul»e of any sort 
wero curved tho sailoro. Ot Una alone 
;hoy would not have complained, hut 
,bey 
ony Captain 
Balcli nbeolutuly 


starved them. 


Three times a day tho crow wan 


served with ono-half of n small lout p; 
jread, making nbaut four eliceu, iind 
two thin oliceu of milt honf or jua'.i cut 
so thin thnt tho pooreuiluracould almost 
eea through it. 
Day by day the men 


;row weaker and wmiksroaVnie diulnnd 
in a body they cauiphuui>d to the CAP- 
tain, tiskinii for morn brtad. 


The captain promised to t^ivo them a 


whole loaf. Ho it«pt his promise I: 
previously gave orders to the cook to 
duuu the aize uf tho loaves.

Cape Horn had been reached twouf tlit) 
men, OlmrloB .Tixrvela and Guort-d Nlcli 
olo were attacked with ecurvy and the 
entire crew had been driven to such des- 
perate Btraltfi that in order to eave their 
lives they wore compelled to out the 
grease uaed to lubricate the innate. 


All hand a were ehortly iu a horrible 


state, particularly the two Buffering from 
Bcurvy. They wore HO weak they could 
scarcely work tho ship and to niaku mut- 
ters worao, several storms wero encoun- 
tered. 


On the 23il of last July Jnrvela waa 


addressed hy First Mate Johnson, who 
ordered tlm seaman to move quicker. At 
that time the poor fellow waa nearly 
dead from starvation, and hie limbs 
were BO owollen with scurvy that oacli 
movement of his body caused him ex 
cruciminc pain. 


He replied to tho mate, saying that ho 


was suffering so that he could not possi- 
bly raoTO quicker, wherettpjii Jalmaon 
struck him, knocking him to the deck. 
In his fall Jarvola dislocated his right 
arm at tho elbow, and whilo he was still 
down .Tohueon proceeded to beat und 
kick him unmercifully. 


Ajjiiiu on August 2 j Johnson fid min- 


is tored a turriblu heating to Jarvoln,thia 
timo breaking his noae. Later, for no 
pretext whatsoever, other than that 
Abel IJet«raon had not obeyed quickly 
enough, Mate Johneou beat the eeainiiii 
into insensibility with tho handlo of a 
broom.
